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THRU THE EDITOR’S GLASSES 


There seems to be considerable confusion about what should be pub- 
lished and what should not be in giving data about our men in the service. 
The Office of Censorship has given out the following information on this 
subject: 

“On battle fronts every day men risk their lives to discover the loca- 
tion and strength of the military units of the enemy, yet at home too many 
of us are presenting the enemy with information of the same military 
value. 
This is the information which newspapers and individuals are asked 
not to tell the enemy: 

Do not tell the names of ships upon which sailors serve. 

Do not tell the troop units in which soldiers serve overseas. 

There is no objection to revealing that Private John Jones is in Aus- 
tralia, or that Seaman Tom Brown saw action in the Atlantic, but there 
is military information which endangers the lives of American fighting 
men in stating that Private John Jones, Company C, “6ooth Infantry’ is in 
Australia, or Seaman Tom Brown, ‘aboard the U.S.S. Wisconsin’ is in 
the Atlantic. 

We are asking editors not to publish these troop identifications, and 
we ask parents and relatives not to reveal them. Do not give the enemy 
anything that may lengthen the war.”

Your editor is indebted to Dr. R. E. V. Miller, Secretary of the State 
Dental Council and Examining Board, for some information regarding 
an angle of the recently passed bill killing mail order dentures. This bill 
penalizes any laboratory sending dentures to any person, (outside the 
state) unless he holds a license to practice in that state.

The perils of procrastination were all too vividly illustrated by the 
recent death of a former member of the state society. A man in his six- 
ties, he had one of those partially erupted third molars which all of us so 
frequently see and almost as frequently, advise the patient to have re- 
moved. This dentist had even less excuse than a patient; he had had 
trouble with the tooth before and had it cleared up by treatment. One 
Saturday evening he saw his colleague who had helped him before and 
told him that he would have to come in Monday and get some treatment. 
Unfortunately the infection progressed too rapidly and although he was 
taken to a hospital on Sunday, he died on Monday. How are your third 
molars—if any? 
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W. Harry Archer of Pittsburgh has been appointed Chairman of the 
History Committee of the American Dental Association. In a letter to 
the editors of dental periodicals, Dr. Harry says in part, “The History 
Committee believes that it is important now, while World War II is at 
its height, to begin the collection of material of the part that the members 
of the dental profession, both in and out of the armed forces, are playing 
in this struggle.” Dr. Harold L. Faggart of Philadelphia, Historian of 
our state society is in charge of the collection of this material for our own 
state. In this issue you will find an open letter from him to the members. 
Relatives and friends of men serving are urged to report the service.

STATEMENT OF THE WAR SERVICE COMMITTEE IN 
THE MATTER OF SUPPLEMENTARY FUEL OIL FOR 
DENTISTS WHOSE OFFICES ARE MAINTAINED IN 
THEIR HOMES AND THOSE MAINTAINING OFFICES IN 
CERTAIN COMMERCIAL BUILDINGS. 
FROM: C. WILLARD CAMALIER, Chairman, War Service Com- 
mittee. 


Many inquiries have been received by the War Service Committee 
concerning supplementary fuel oil for dentists whose offices are main- 
tained in their homes and certain commercial buildings, and in this con- 
nection the following questions were discussed with the Office of Price 
Administration: (1) whether Boards are authorized to allow “supple- 
mentary” fuel oil for dentists who maintain offices in their homes; and 
(2) whether a dentist who maintains his offices on the second floor of a 
commercial building owned by him, the first floor being rented to a tenant 
as an apartment, may obtain a “supplementary” fuel oil ration. 

The pertinent sections of the fuel oil rationing regulations applicable 
to these cases are Sections 1394.5301, 1394.5302, 1394.5303 (f), 1394.- 
5001 (a) (9), 1394.5001 (a) (23) and 1394.5306 (a). 

It will be noted that a dentist, provided he meets the general require- 
ments of Sections 1394.5301 and 1394.5302 of the Regulations, is eligible 
for an auxiliary heat ration pursuant to Section 1394.5303 (f), “for the 
care or treatment of the sick or of patients in premises . . . . primarily 
used by a duly licensed .... dentist .... ”, if the certification re- 
quired by that Section is submitted with the application (Form OPA 
R-1104). 

The second proviso of Section 1394.5303 (f) states that “in the case 
of a building other than a private dwelling an auxiliary ration . . . . may 
be obtained only for use in a space heater”, unless such building is used 
“primarily” for the purpose of examination and treatment of the dentist’s 
patients. Your attention is called to Section 1394.5001 (a) (23) which 
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defines a “private dwelling”. If a dentist is eligible for an auxiliary heat 
ration and has his office in his home (if his home otherwise would come 
within the definition of a “private dwelling”) and not more than thirty 
percent of the total floor space is occupied by his office, an auxiliary heat 
vation for use in the central oil heating plant in the home may be obtained. 

If the dentist maintains his office in his home but his home is not in a 
“private dwelling” as defined in Section 1394.5001 (a) (23), whether a 
ration may be granted for use only in a space heater or for use in the 
central heating plant depends upon whether the building is used “primar- 
ily” for the examination or treatment of patients. This is a matter which 
must be decided by the local Board in each case. 

The foregoing discussion is also applicable to the second inquiry. 

With reference to both inquiries, your attention is directed to the fact 
that in no case may an auxiliary ration be obtained for the operation of 
“convertible facilities” (see Section 1394.5301 (a). “Convertible facili- 
ties” are defined in Section 1394.5001 (a) (9). The burden of proving 
nonconvertibility to the satisfaction of the Board is in each case upon the 
applicant for the auxiliary ration. 

Recent amendments to the Fuel Rationing and Stove Rationing Reg- 
ulations which became effective March 15th provide, in substance, that 
an application for an auxiliary ration of 100 gallons or more of fuel oil 
shall be denied, and a coal heating stove certificate tendered the applicant 
in lieu of the axiliary ration, unless the applicant (in the case of residen- 
tial premises) shows one of the following: 

(1) <A coal or wood heating stove, or the fuel therefor, is not 

available ; or 

(2) The purchase of a coal or wood heating stove and the fuel 

therefor will cause the applicant unreasonable expense ; or 

(3) No member of the household is physically able to operate 

a coal or wood heating stove; or 
(4) There is no flue or chimney or other provision for venting 
a coal or wood heating stove in the space to be heated. 

This provision would apply in the case of a dentist whose office is 
in his home. 

In the case of non residential premises. i. e., the dentist with his office 
on the second floor of his commercial building, a coal heating stove certifi- 
cate shall be tendered the applicant in lieu of an auxiliary fuel oil ration 
of 100 gallons or more, unless he shows one of the following: 





BUY WAR BONDS REGULARLY

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(1) A coal or wood heating stove, or fuel therefor, is not 

available; or 

(2) The purchase of a coal or wood heating stove and the fuel 

therefor will cause the applicant unreasonable expense; or 

(3) It would be impracticable for the applicant to use a coal 

or wood heating stove for the purpose; or 

(4) The venting of a coal or wood stove in the space to be 

heated would cause the applicant unreasonable expense. 

Within the limitations above stated, the dentists in the cases would 
be eligible for auxiliary heat rations of fuel oil. 

An auxiliary ration for hot water, if the applicant meets the require- 
ments of Sections 1394.5301 and 1394.5302, may be granted, pursuant 
to Section 1394.5306 (a), “for a purpose directly related to the public 
health or safety .... ”, if the certification required by that Section is 
submitted and the other requirements of that Section are met. What 
is a use for such a purpose must be decided by the Board upon the facts 


in each case. s

To the Editor: A patient, now 15 years of age, broke an upper cen- 
tral tooth off diagonally, about three years ago. An area of rarefaction de-. 
veloped which now extends over the lateral. I removed a putrescent pulp, 
then dissolved a chlorazene tablet in water and washed out the canal. I 
then dried the canal and dissolved a 7% grain tablet of sulfanilamide in 
about %4 to % ounce of hot water and injected this solution in the root 
canal. I then sealed the canal. The next day there was swelling of the 
eye and lip, and the patient was “knocked out.” After I removed the 
dressing the patient got relief from pain but the swelling still persists. 
What do you think happened in this case and what else shall I do? 


Answer: There are at least two possible reasons for the reaction, 
namely: (1) forcing of infected material from the root canal out into the 
periapical tissues; (2) burning of periapical tissues from sulfanilamide 
solution of a temperature higher than that which can be tolerated by the 
tissues. 

It should be noted that irrigation of a root canal should be done with- 
out pressure under any circumstances but especially following the removal 
of a putrescent pulp because of the possibility of spreading the infection. 
The hypodermic needle should fit the canal loosely so that there will be 
no resistance to outflow of the solution. 

If hot sulfanilamide solution is used, the exact temperature should 
be observed, using a thermometer for that purpose. Dr. Adams has 
stated that the temperature should not be above 140 F. and that a fistula 
should preferably be present, either “natural” or artificially created, for 
outflow of solution. The lip and mouth should be protected with gauze 
packs against burns from the hot solution as it is forced through the fis- 
tula. Where there is no fistulous outlet, there is always the potential 
danger of causing a burn and destroying the periapical and adjacent 
tissues with subsequent cellulitis or even esteomyelitis. 


_ In this instance it is difficult to determine the cause specifically. More 
details about the patient’s general condition e.g., whether his condition is 
febrile, etc., would be desirable. If one assumes that the edema was due 
to infection being forced periapically, then the use of a pultice locally to 
aid suppuration alternating with cold compresses externally to reduce the 
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swelling would be indicated. In any event, the opening of the canal for 
drainage was correct treatment. If, however, the periapical tissue was 
destroyed by the hot sulfanilamide solution, further development of the 
condition will have to be awaited before treatment could be outlined. 


To the Editor: A physician who occasionally refers patients to me 
is a great believer in the use of tincture of benzoin applied locally for the 
treatment of Vincent’s infection. His professor of oral surgery, a number 
of years back, was Dr. Wayne Babcock who taught him to use the benzoin 
for this condition. He further believes that such local treatment plus in- 
ternal medication (injections) give the best results. What is your opinion ? 


Answer: Almost every drug in the pharmacopeia has been used for 
the treatment of Vincent’s infection so that it should not surprise one if 
tincture of benzoin has also been used. It should be borne in mind that 
parenteral medication was used in addition to the benzoin, which makes 
one question the efficacy of the latter. On the face of it, there is no good 
reason for using the benzoin and a very good reason for not using it, 
namely, that it forms an insoluable coating on the gum tissue which would 
tend to favor the growth of Vincent’s organisms, which are anaerobic.

STATE COUNCILS ON DENTAL HEALTH" 


There is an ever-deepening realization on the part of society that 
health and physical fitness are essential to human welfare and national 
progress. This realization has been expressed many times in varying de- 
grees by both the public and the professions, by certain governmental 
agencies and by private institutions. 

The inauguration of the Social Security Act in 1935 served to crystal- 
lize previous thinking on this subject. England’s recently announced Bev- 
eridge Social Security Report and rumors of similar recommendations to 
broaden the provisions of our own Social Security Act have served to 
intensify the study of both health needs and health services. The cumu- 
lative effect of mass health education by governmental health, welfare and 
educational agencies, by the medical and dental professions and by semi- 
private and semiprofessional groups is slowly awakening a long dormant 
desire in man to improve his health and that of his family. A growing 
realization by both employer and employee that there is a direct relation- 
ship between poor health, lost man hours, lowered production and unsat- 
isfactory wages has likewise contributed to the desire for improved health. 
This mass education, plus improved specific education of exponents of the 
healing arts, is stimulating the professions to develop service methods that 
will meet the increasing health demands. 

Dental health is an inseparable division of physical health; dental 
needs are an inseparable division of human needs, and dental service is 
an important unit in health service in general. Thus, the dental profession 
is, and will continue to be for many years, an integral part of society, with 
dentistry a service demanded by society. 

Specifically, as practitioners of the healing arts and more generally 
as members of society, dentists are vitally interested in plans and proced- 
ures which will enable them to render a greater service to humanity. 

In 1938, the Americen Dental Association, by action of the House of 
Delegates, approved certain principles recommended by the National 
Health Program Committee for dentistry’s participation in a national 
health program. These principles, still extant and herewith attached, are 
being used to direct the deliberations of the American Dental Associa- 
tion’s Council on Dental Health. They serve as a foundation for future 
planning. However, the socio-economic problems facing the dental pro- 
fession are of such magnitude that their solution depends on more than 
the formulation of principles, which can be considered as step one. The 
second step is to obtain, as far as possible, information regarding the

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ideas, experiences and ideals of individuals both within and without the 
dental profession in each state and component division of dentistry. The 
third and final step might be considered as the winnowing of these ideas 
and experiences so that practical plans can be put into action. 


Every state and component dental society has, particularly during 
the past decade, given considerable thought to its social relationships and 
to the dental health problems of society. 


Some of their ideas have been recorded ; some plans have been pro- 
posed, and a small number of programs have been put into practice. 
Thinking, planning and experimenting with regard to this problem will 
be continued by state and component dental societies. All knowledge of 
past, present and future plans of state and component societies will be of 
invaluable aid to the American Dental Association’s Council on Dental 
Health, one of whose duties is “to study the need and develop plans and 
programs for the provision of more adequate dental care for the public.” 


After carefully considering its duties and the methods that will best 
implement those duties for the benefit of both the public and the profes- 
sion, the Council on Dental Health of the American Dental Association 
recommends that councils on dental health be established by all state and 
district, or component, dental societies. 


It makes this recommendation in the belief that the problems of den- 
tistry, whether in the field of dental or in the field of social science, are 
primarily the problems of the state and component dental societies and 
the members thereof. It further believes that the final solution of den- 
tistry’s social problems can best be arrived at through the combined study, 
experiences and suggestions of state and component dental societies. 


It is believed that properly functioning state and component councils 
on dental health will enable dental societies to study their social problems 
on a much broader scale than has heretofore been possible. Such councils 
should not only correlate the knowledge and experiences of intradental 
society committees, but also enable dentistry to better coordinate its ac- 
tivities with those of extradental groups. 


In the formation of its council on dental health, each state should be 
guided by the prevaling situation within its organizational set-up, in order 
to insure efficient and effective functioning of the council. 


This will mean that each state shall give careful thought to the re- 
sponsibilities invested in the Council on Dental Health of the American 


Dental Association in relation to the functions of already existing com- 
mittees of the state society. 
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To assist constituent and component dental societies in organizing 
councils on dental health, the duties of the American Dental Association’s 
Council on Dental Health as approved by the House of Delegates, August 
1942, are herewith listed: 

(a) To study the need and develop plans and programs for the pro- 
vision of more nearly adequate dental care for the public and to study 
and make recommendations concerning any other plans or programs de- 
veloped to promote the dental health of the public. 

(b) To assist constituent and component societies in the development 
of dental health policies and programs within their jurisdiction. 

(c) To establish and maintain effective relations with local, state, 
federal and other responsible agencies, such as industrial organizations, 
in the promotion, administration and advancement of dental health. 

(d) To supervise the activities of the Bureau of Public Relations 
and to formulate procedures and policies that will tend to advance the 
work of the Bureau. 

(e) To correlate its activities with that of the other standing com- 
mittees of the American Dental Association in all situations of common 
concern. 


MEMBERSHIP OF STATE COUNCILS ON DENTAL HEALTH 
Inasmuch as both the structure and the size of dental societies vary 
with the states, no specific recommendations can be made regarding mem- 
bership on state councils on dental health. Large states with many com- 
mittees and component societies will naturally have more members on a 
council on dental health than will smaller states. 
The membership of the state councils on dental health might well 
include : 
1. The chairman of all component or district society councils on 
dental health. 
As this plan includes the establishment of district or component 
as well as state councils on dental health, it is recommended 
that the chairmen of the district councils be members of the 
state council. This will permit a direct tie-up of state and local 


council activities.

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BOOK REVIEW 


THE YEAR Book oF DENTISTRY 


Edited by C. G. Darlington, M.D., G. W. Wilson, D.D.S., H. C. Miller, D.D.S., W. 
H. Wright, D.D.S., Ph.D., and G. R. Moore, D.D.S., M.S. The Year Book 
Publishers, Inc., Chicago. Pages 799. Price $3.00. 








The 1942 Year Book of Dentistry, like its predecessor, is chock full 
of information prepared for the busy practitioner in abstract form. In 
addition, editorial comment on selected articles helps to emphasize a point, 
stress a detail of technic, or criticize (with a view toward maintaining 
proper balance) where a radical procedure is presented. Of necessity, 
fewer abstracts from foreign publications are noted but this is made up 
fer by including more selections from English dental literature. The 
book is again divided into 5 parts, as follows: Part I. Diseases of the 
Mouth; Pathology; Dental Research (Including Oral Hygiene and Peri- 
odontia). Part II. Operative Dentistry. Part III. Oral Surgery. Part 
IV. Prosthetic Dentistry. Part V. Orthodontics. 


FRACTURE OF THE JAWS AND OTHER FactaL BONES 

Glenn Major, B.S., A.M., M.S., Ph.D., D.D.S., M.D., F.A.C.S. Pittsburgh. With 

Chapters on Radiographic Technic by Lester M. J. Freedman, B.S., M.D. 

and War Aspects of Jaw Fractures by Arthur Dick, D.D.S., M.D. With 225 

Illustrations. St. Louis, The C. V. Mosby Co., 1943. Pages 446. Price $7.50. 

This volume discusses the basic principles involved in the treatment 
of jaw fractures. It apparently does not profess to be complete but does 
aim to lay a good foundation to which the dentist can later add at will. 
Following a discussion of jaw and face fractures in general, consideration 
is given to displacement of the fragments, emergency treatment, anesthe- 
sia, and basic forms of treatment. In the preface, the author rightfully 
states: “The surgeon should be acquainted with the various types of fixa- 
tion available and should select the method which is best adapted to the 
case under consideration: the fracture should not be adapted to a par- 
ticular type of fixation.” 

While a number of books have appeared recently on jaw fractures, 
i.e of the maxilla and mandible, few of these also discuss fractures of 
some of the facial bones. In this book will be found a rather comprehen- 
sive discussion of fractures of the malar bone, zygomatic arch, nasal 
bones, and nasal cartilages. A significant chapter on war aspects of jaw 
fractures discussing maxillofacial teams, treatment of shock, etc., has 
been written by Major Arthur Dick of the Medical Corps, Army of the 
U.S. The book also includes an excellent chapter on radiographic technic 
by L. M. J. Freedman of the Western Pennsylvania Hospital, Pittsburgh. 
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The book is well illustrated, many of the drawings having been pre- 
pared by the author. “Fractures of the Jaws and Other Facial Bones” is 


a distinct contribution to the literature of interest to the oral surgeon.

Dear Doctor Hoeffer : 


The Dental Salvage Committee wishes to express their appreciation 
for your cooperation in the publicity afforded through your publication 
of the program on dental salvage. Such publicity is necessary in bringing 
to the attention of every dentist the need for dental materials. 


That need is still very urgent and every bit that can be secured is 
helping to manufacture the necessary completed articles for the armed 
forces. 

The response to our appeal has been slow so may we again ask your 
help in publicizing the program. Many men have responded but there are 
others who have not taken the time to go through their offices to search 
for that bit of scrap that is no longer of any use to them but which is so 
essential in view of the shortage of raw material. Even though the amount 
may be small from any one office, when multiplied by the total number of 
dental offices in this country it will make a sizeable amount when collected. 
One pound from each office would mean 60 to 70 thousand pounds, roughly 
30 to 35 tons and most of it would be found to be of the essential metals. 
Constant repetition of the need for scrap through our dental publications 
in any form, such as editorials and articles or by the use of by-lines, tag- 
lines and slogans in the publications ads or as foot-notes on the various 
pages will help to accomplish what has been proposed, that is the salvage 
of all scrap dental material. 


Would appreciate clippings from your publication covering items 
pertaining to the salvage of dental materials. 


Dental salvage should be considered a continuing program for the 
duration of the War and there should be no let up in our effort to stress 
the urgency of our appeal. 


May we ask your support of this worthy project which I assure you 
will be of material help to the War Effort.
